Cession  from  the  State  of  New  \ork. 


u  To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents,  we,  James  Duane,  William  Floyd, 
and  Alexander  McDougall,  the  underwritten  delegates  for  the  State  of  New 
York  in  the  honorable  Congress  of  the  Unitad  States  of  America,  send 
greeting  : 

“  Whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  said  State  of  New  York, 
passed  at  a  session  held  at  Albany,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty,  entitled  4  An  act  to  facilitate  the  completion  of 
the  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union  among  the  United  States  of 
America,5  it  is  declared  that  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  were,  on 
all  occasions,  disposed  to  manifest  their  regard  for  their  sister  States,  and  their 
earnest  desire  to  promote  the  general  interest  and  security,  and  more  espe¬ 
cially  to  accelerate  the  federal  alliance,  by  removing,  as  far  as  it  depended  upon 
them,  the  impediments  to  its  final  accomplishment,  respecting  the  waste  and 
uncultivated  lands  within  the  limits  of  certain  States;  and  it  is  thereby 
enacted  by  the  people  of  the  said  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  it  might  and  should  be 
lawful  to  and  for  the  delegates  of  the  said  State  in  the  honorable  Congress, 
and  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  so  assembled,  are  thereby  fully  author¬ 
ized  and  empowered,  for  and  on  behalf  of  that  State,  and  by  proper  and 
authentic  acts  or  instruments,  to  limit  and  restrict  the  boundaries  of  the  said 
State  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  expedient,  either 
with  respect  to  the  jurisdiction,  as  well  as  the  right  or  pre-emption  of  soil,  or 
reserving  the  jurisdiction  in  part,  or  in  the  whole,  over  the  lands  which  may 
be  ceded  or  relinquished  with  respect  only  to  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  the 
soil ;  and  by  the  said  act  it  is  further  enacted,  that  the  territory  which  may 
r»e  ceded  or  relinquished  by  virtue  thereof,  either  with  respect  to  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  the  right  or  pre-emption  of  soil,  or  the  right  or  pre-emption 
of  soil  only  shall  be  and  inure  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  of  the  United 
States  as  shall  become  members  of  the  federal  alliance  of  the  said  States,  and 
for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever ;  and  by  the  said  act  it  is  provided 
and  enacted  that  the  trust  reposed  by  virtue  thereof,  shall  not  be  executed  by 
the  delegates  of  the  said  State,  unless  at  least  three  of  the  said  delegates  shall 
be  present  in  Congress;  and  whereas,  by  letters  patent  under  the  great  seal 
of  the  said  State  of  New  York,  bearing  date  the  29th  day  of  October  last 
past,  reciting  that  the  Senate]  and  Assembly  had,  on  the  12th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember  then  last  past,  nominated  and  appointed  us,  the  said  James  Duane, 
William  Floyd,  and  Alexander  McDougall,  together  with  John  Morin  Scott 
and  Ezra  L'Hommedieu,  delegates  to  represent  the  said  State  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
nomination  and  appointment,  the  people  of  the  said  State  of  New  York  did 
thereby  commission  us,  the  said  James  Duane,  William  Floyd,  and  Alexander 
McDougall,  and  the  said  John  Morin  Scott  and  Ezra  L’Hommedieu,  or  any 
majority  who  should  from  time  to  time  attend  the  said  Congress  ;  and  if  only 
one  of  the  said  delegates  should  at  any  time  be  present  in  the  said  Congress, 
he  should,  in  such  case,  be  authorized  to  represent  the  said  State  in  the  said 
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Congress,  as  by  an  authentic  copy  of  the  said  act,  and  an  exemplification  of 
the  said  commission,  remaining  among  the  archives  of  Congress,  fully 
appears : 

“  Now,  therefore,  know  ye,  that  we,  the  said  James  Duane,  William  Floyd, 
and  Alexander  McDougali,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority,  and  in  the 
execution  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us,  as  aforesaid,  have  judged  it  expedient  to 
limit  and  restrict,  and  we  do  by  these  presents,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  said 
State  of  New  York,  limit  and  restrict  the  boundaries  of  the  said  State  in  the 
western  parts  thereof,  with  respect  to  the  jurisdiction,  as  well  as  the  right  or 
pre-emption  of  soil,  by  the  lines  and  in  the  form  following,  that  is  to  say:  a 
line  from  the  northeast  corner  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  along  the 
north  bounds  thereof  to  its  northwest  corner,  continued  due  west  until  it 
shall  be  intersected  by  a  meridian  line,  to  be  drawn  from  the  forty-fifth  degree 
of  north  latitude,  through  the  most  westerly  bent  or  inclination  of  Lake  On¬ 
tario;  thence,  by  the  said  meridian  line  to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north 
latitude;  and  thence,  by  the  said  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude;  but,  if 
on  experiment,  the  above  described  meridian  line  shall  not  comprehend 
twenty  miles  due  west  from  the  most  westerly  bent  or  inclination  of  the  liver 
or  strait  of  Niagara,  then  we  do,  by  these  presents,  in  the  name  of  the  people, 
and  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  by  virtue  of  the  au¬ 
thority  aforesaid,  limit  and  restrict  the  boundaries  of  die  said  State  in  the 
western  parts  thereof,  with  respect  to  jurisdiction  as  well  as  the  right  of  pre¬ 
emption  of  soil,  by  the  lines  and  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say:  a 
line  from  the  northeast  corner  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  along  the  north 
bounds  thereof  to  its  northwest  corner,  continued  due  west  until  it  shall  be 
intersected  by  a  meridian  line,  to  be  drawn  from  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north 
latitude,  through  a  point  twenty  miles  due  west  of  the  most  westerly  bent  or 
inclination  of  the  river  or  strait  Niagara;  thence  by  the  said  meridian  line  to 
the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  thence  by  the  said  forty -fifth  de¬ 
gree  of  north  latitude  ;  and  we  do,  by  these  presents,  in  the  name  of  the 
people,  and  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  by  virtue  of 
the  power  and  trust  committed  to  us  by  the  said  act  and  commission,  cede, 
transfer,  and  for  ever  relinquish  to,  and  for  the  only  use  and  benefit  of  such 
of  the  States  as  are  or  shall  become  parties  to  the  articles  of  confederation, 
all  the  right,  title,  interest,  jurisdiction,  and  claim,  of  the  said  State  of  New 
York,  to  all  lands  and  territories  to  the  northward  and  westward  of  the  bound¬ 
aries,  to  which  the  said  State  is  in  manner  aforesaid  limited  and  restricted, 
and  to  be  granted,  disposed  of,  and  appropriated  in  such  manner  only,  as  the 
Congress  of  the  said  United  or  Confederated  States  shall  order  and  direct.

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No.  9. — Cession  from  the  State  of  Virginia. 

“  Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  at  their  session  commenc¬ 
ing  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  1783,  passed  an  act  to  authorize  their  dele¬ 
gates  in  Congress  to  convey  to  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled, 
all  the  right  of  that  Commonwealth  to  the  territory  northwestward  of  the 
river  Ohio ;  and  whereas,  the  delegates  of  the  said  commonwealth  have 
presented  to  Congress  the  form  of  a  deed  proposed  to  be  executed  pursuant 
to  the  said  act,  in  the  the  words  following: 

“  To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents,  we,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Samuel 
Hardy,  Arthur  Lee,  and  James  Monroe,  the  underwritten  delegates  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  send 
greeting : 

“  Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  at 
their  sessions  begun  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  17S3,  passed  an  act,  en¬ 
titled  ‘An  act  to  authorize  the  delegates  of  this  State  in  Congress  to  convey 
to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  all  the  right  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth  to  the  territory  northwestward  of  the  river  Ohio,’  in  these  following 
words,  to  wit : 

,l  Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  did.  by  their  act  of  the  sixth 
day  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty, recom¬ 
mend  to  the  several  States  in  the  Union,  having  claims  to  waste  and  un¬ 
appropriated  lands  in  the  western  country,  a  liberal  cession  to  the  United 
States  of  a  portion  of  their  respective  claims,  for  the  common  benefit  of  the 
Union ;  and  whereas,  this  Commonwealth  did,  on  the  second  day  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one,  yield  to  the  Con¬ 
gress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  States,  all  right,  title,  and 
claim  which  the  said  Commonwealth  had  to  the  territory  northwest  of  the  river 
Ohio,  subject  to  the  conditions  annexed  to  the  said  act  of  cession;  and 
whereas,  the  United  States  in  Congress  assmbled  have,  by  their  act  of  the 
thirteenth  of  September  last,  stipulated  the  terms  on  which  they  agree  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  cession  of  this  State,  should  the  Legislature  approve  thereof,  which 
terms,  although  they  do  not  come  fully  up  to  the  propositions  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  are  conceived,  on  the  whole,  to  approach  so  nearly  to  them  as 
to  induce  this  State  to  accept  thereof,  in  full  confidence  that  Congress  will, 
in  justice  to  this  State,  for  the  liberal  cession  she  hath  made,  earnestly  press 
upon  the  other  States  claiming  large  tracts  of  waste  and  uncultivated  territory, 
the  propriet}^  of  making  cessions  equally  liberal,  for  the  common  benefit 
and  support  of  the  Union  : 

“  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asssembly ,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law¬ 
ful  for  the  delegates  of  this  State  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  or 
such  of  them  as  shall  be  assembled  in  Congress,  and  the  said  delegates,  or 
such  of  them  so  assembled,  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  this  State,  by  proper  deeds  or  instrument  in  writing, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  convey,  transfer,  assign,  and  make  over,  unta 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  States, 
all  right,  title,  and  claim,  as  well  of  soil  as  jurisdiction,  which  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  hath  to  the  territory  or  tract  of  country  within  the  limits  of  the 
Virginia  charter,  situate,  lying,  and  being  to  the  northwest  of  the  river 
Ohio,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  the  before  recited 
act  of  Congress  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  September  last;  that  is  to  say,  upon 
condition  that  the  territory  so  ceded  shall  be  laid  out  and  formed  into

States,  containing  a  suitable  extent  of  territory,  not  less  than  one  hundred,, 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  square,  or  as  near  thereto  as 
circumstances  will  admit,  and  that  the  States  so  formed  shall  be  distinct 
republican  States,  and  admitted  members  of  the  federal  Union  ;  having  the 
same  rights  of  sovereignty,  freedom,  and  independence  as  the  other  States. 

“  That  the  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  this  State,  in 
subduing  any  British  posts,  or  in  maintaining  forts  and  garrisons  within,  and 
for  the  defence,  or  in  acquiring  any  part  of  the  territory  so  ceded  or  relin¬ 
quished,  shall  be  fully  reimbursed  by  the  United  States  :  and  that  one  com¬ 
missioner  shall  be  appointed  by  Congress,  one  by  this  Commonwealth,  and 
another  by  those  two  commissioners,  who,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  adjust  and  liquidate  the  account  of  the  neces¬ 
sary  and  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  this  State,  which  they  shall  judge 
to  be  comprised  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the 
tenth  of  October,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty,  respecting  such 
expenses.  That  the  French  and  Canadian  inhabitants,  and  other  settlers  of 
the  Kaskaskies,  St.  Vincents,  and  the  neighboring  villages,  who  have  pro-  ! 
fessed  themselves  citizens  of  Virginia,  shall  have  their  possessions  and  titles 
confirmed  to  them,  and  be  protected  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  ; 
liberties.  That  a  quantity  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
acres  of  land,  promised  by  this  State,  shall  be  allowed  and  granted  to  the 
then  colonel,  now  General  George  Rogers  Clark,  and  to  the  officers  and  sol¬ 
diers  of  his  regiment,  who  marched  with  him  when  the  post  of  Kaskaskies 
and  St.  Vincents  were  reduced,  and  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  that  have 
been  since  incorporated  into  the  said  regiment,  to  be  laid  off  in  one  tract,  the 
length  of  which  not  to  exceed  double  the  breadth,  in  such  place,  on  the 
northwest  side  of  the  Ohio,  as  a  majority  of  the  officers  shall  choose,  and  to 
be  afterwards  divided  among  the  said  officers  and  soldiers  in  due  proportion, 
according  to  the  laws  of  Virginia.  That  in  case  the  quantity  of  good  land 
on  the  southeast  side  of  the  Ohio,  upon  the  waters  of  Cumberland  river,  and 
between  the  Green  river  and  Tennessee  river,  which  have  been  reserved  by 
law  for  the  Virginia  troops,  upon  continental  establishment,  should,  from  the 
North  Carolina  line  bearing  in  further  upon  the  Cumberland  lands  than  was 
expected,  prove  insufficient  for  their  legal  bounties,  the  deficiency  should  be 
made  up  to  the  said  troops,  in  good  lands,  to  be  laid  off  between  the  rivers 
Scioto  and  Little  Miami,  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  river  Ohio,  in  sucl 
proportions  as  have  been  engaged  to  them  by  the  laws  of  Virginia.  Tha 
all  the  lands  within  the  territory  so  ceded  to  the  United  States,  and  not  re 
served  for  or  appropriated  to,  any  of  the  beforementioned  purposes,  or  dis 
posed  of  in  bounties  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  American  army,  shal 
be  considered  as  a  common  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  of  tb 
United  Slates  as  have  become,  or  shall  become,  members  of  the  confedera 
lion  or  federal  alliance  of  the  said  States,  Virginia  inclusive,  according  t< 
their  usual  respective  proportions  in  the  general  charge  and  expenditure,  an< 
shall  be  faithfully  and  bona  fide  disposed  of  for  that  purpose,  and  for  n 
other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever :  Provided ,  That  the  trust  hereby  reposei  < 
in  the  delegates  of  this  State  shall  not  be  executed,  unless  three  of  them  a 
least,  are  present  in  Congress. 

“  And  whereas,  the  said  General  Assembly,  by  their  resolution  of  June  sixth  ‘ 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  had  constituted  and  appointed 
us,  the  said  Thomas  Jefferson,  Samuel  Hardy,  Arthur  Lee,  and  James  Mon 
roe,  delegates  to  represent  the  said  Commonwealth  in  Congress  for  one  yea 
from  the  first  Monday  in  November  then  next  following,  which  resolutio 
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remains  in  full  force :  Now,  therefore,  know  ye,  that  we,  the  said  Thomas 
Jefferson,  Samuel  Hardy,  Arthur  Lee,  and  James  Monroe,  by  virtue  of  the 
power  and  authority  committed  to  us  by  the  act  of  the  said  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  Virginia,  before  recited,  and  in  the  name,  and  for  and  on  behalf  of 
the  said  Commonwealth,  do,  by  these  presents,  convey,  transfer,  assign,  and 
make  over,  unto  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  said  States,  Virginia  inclusive,  all  right,  title,  and  claim,  as  well  of  soil 
as  of  jurisdiction,  which  the  said  Commonwealth  hath  to  the  territory  or 
tract  of  country  within  the  limits  of  the  Virginia  charter,  situate,  lying,  and 
being  to  the  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio,  to  and  for  the  uses  and*  purposes 
and  on  the  conditions  of  the  said  recited  act.  In  testimony  whereof,  we 
have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names  and  affixed  our  seals,  in  Congress,  the 
first  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-four,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  the  eighth.” 

u  Resolved ,  That  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  are  ready  to 
receive  this  deed,  whenever  the  delegates  of  the  State  of  Virginia  are  ready 
to  execute  the  same.” 


“  The  delegates  of  Virginia  then  proceeded  and  signed,  sealed,  and  de¬ 
livered  the  said  deed;  whereupon  Congress  came  to  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  : 

u  The  delegates  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  having  executed  the 
deed, 


“  Resolved ,  That  the  same  be  recorded  and  enrolled  among  the  acts  of

Whereas,  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
bur,  passed  an  act,  entitled  ‘An  act  empowering  the  delegates  of  this  Com- 
non wealth  in  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  to  relinquish  to  the 
United  States  certain  lands  the  property  of  this  Commonwealth,’  in  the 
vords  following :  £  Whereas,  several  ol  the  States  in  the  Union  have  at 
^resent  no  interest  in  the  great  and  extensive  tract  of  uncultivated  country

“The  delegates  from  Connecticut  having  thereupon  pioceeded  and  ex¬ 
ecuted  a  deed  of  cession,  agreeably  to  the  resolution  of  the  26th  May  last, 
in  the  words  following  : 

“  To  all  who  shall  see  these  presents,  we,  William  Samuel  Johnson  and 
Jonathan  Sturges,  the  underwritten  delegates  for  the  State  of  Connecticut 
in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  send  greeting :  whereas,  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-six,  passed 
an  act  in  the  following  words,  viz : 

'  “  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor ,  Council ,  and  Representatives  in  Gene¬ 

ral  Court  assembled \  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  That  the  delegates 
of  this  State,  or  any  two  of  them  who  shall  be  attending  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  directed,  authorized,  and  fully 
empowered,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  this  State,  to  make,  execute,  and 
deliver,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  an  ample  deed  of  release  and  cession 
of  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  jurisdiction,  and  claim  of  the  State  of  Con¬

Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  at  their 
session  holden  in  Hartford,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  one  thousand 
and  eight  hundred,  passed  an  act,  entitled  ‘An  act  renouncing  the  claims 
of  this  State  to  certain  lands  therein  mentioned,’  in  the  words  following, 
to  wit:  1 Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  at  their  session  be¬ 
gun  and  holden  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  first  Monday  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  made  and 
passed  an  act  in  the  words  following,  to  wit :’ 

[Here  follows  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  28th  of  April,  1800.] 

“  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  terms,  and  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  and  conditions  of  the  said  act : 

11  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  in  General  Court  assembled ,  That  the  State  of  Connecticut  doth

excepting,  only,  from  this  renunciation  the  claim  of  the  said  State  of  Con¬ 
necticut,  and  of  those  claiming  from  or  under  the  said  State  of  Connec- 
cut,  to  the  soil  of  said  tract  of  land,  in  said  act  of  Congress  described 
under  the  name  of  the  western  reserve  of  Connecticut.

“  Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  on  the 
eighth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-seven,  passed  an  act  in  the  words  following,  viz :  1  An  ac.t  to 
authorize  the  delegates  of  this  State  in  Congress,  to  convey  to  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled,  all  the  right  of  this  State  to  the  territory 
herein  described :  whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  did,  on  the 
sixth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty,  recommend  to  the  several  States  in  the  Union  having  claims  to

No.  13. — Articles  of  agreement  and  cession  between  the  United  States  and 

the  State  of  Georgia. 

“  Articles  of  agreement  and  cession  entered  into  on  the  twenty-fourth  day 
of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  between  the  commissioners 
appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  by  virtue  of  an  act,  entitled  ‘  An 
act  for  an  amicable  settlement  of  limits  with  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  au¬ 
thorizing  the  establishment  of  a  government  in  the  Mississippi  territory,’  and 
of  the  act  supplemental  to  the  last  mentioned  act,  on  the  one  part ;  and  the 
commissioners  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  by  virtue  of  art 
act,  entitled  ‘  An  act  to  carry  the  twenty-third  section  of  the  first  article  of 
the  constitution  into  effect,’  and  of  the  act  to  amend  the  last  mentioned  act? 
on  the  oth  er  part. 

“  Art.  1.  The  State  of  Georgia  cedes  to  the  United  States  all  the  right,, 
title,  and  claim,  which  the  said  State  has  to  the  jurisdiction  and  soil  of  the 
lands  situated  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States,  south  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  and  west  of  a  line  beginning  on  the  western  bank  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochie  river,  where  the  same  crosses  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain;  running  thence  up  the  said  river  Ohattahoochie,  and 
along  the  western  bank  thereof  to  the  great  bend  thereof,  next  above  the 
place  where  a  certain  creek  or  river  called  c  Uchee,’  (being  the  first  consider¬ 
able  stream  on  the  western  side,  above  the  Cussetas  and  Coweta  towns,) 
empties  into  the  said  Ohattahoochie  river;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  Nicka- 
jack,  on  the  Tennessee  river ;  thence  crossing  the  said  last  mentioned  river, 
and  thence  running  up  the  said  Tennessee  river,  and  along  the  western  bank 
thereof,  to  the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  upon  the 
following  express  conditions,  and  subject  thereto  ;  that  is  to  say  : 

“  First.  That  out  of  the  first  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  lands  thus 
ceded,  which  net  proceeds  shall  be  estimated  by  deducting  from  the  gross 
amount  of  sales  the  expenses  incurred  in  surveying,  and  incident  to  the  sale, 
the  United  States  shall  pay,  at  their  treasury,  one  million  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  as  a  consideration  for  the  ex¬ 
penses  incurred  by  the  said  State,  in  relation  to  the  said  territory  ;  and  that 
for  the  better  securing  as  prompt  a  payment  of  the  said  sum  as  is  practicable, 
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a  land  office  for  the  disposition  of  the  vacant  lands  thus  ceded,  to  which  the 
Indian  title  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  extinguished,  shall  be  opened 
within  a  twelvemonth  after  the  assent  of  the  State  of  Georgia  to  this  agree¬ 
ment,  as  hereafter  stated,  shall  have  been  declared. 

Cl  Secondly.  That  all  persons  who,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  October, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  were  actual  settlers  within  the 
territory  thus  ceded,  shall  be  confirmed  in  all  the  grants  legally  and  fully 
executed  prior  to  that  day,  by  the  former  British  government  of  West  Flo¬ 
rida,  or  by  the  Government  of  Spain,  and  in  the  claims  which  may  be  de¬ 
rived  from  any  actual  survey  or  settlement  made  under  the  act  of  the  State 
of  Georgia,  entitled  ‘  An  act  for  laying  out  a  district  of  land  situate  on  the 
river  Mississippi,  and  within  the  bounds  of  this  State,  into  a  county  to  be 
called  Bourbon,’  passed  the  seventh  day  of  February,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-five. 

“  Thirdly.  That  all  the  lands  ceded  by  this  agreement  to  the  United  States, 
shall,  after  satisfying  the  abovementioned  payment  of  one  million  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  and  the  grants  recog¬ 
nised  by  the  preceding  conditions,  be  considered  as  a  common  fund  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  United  States,  Georgia  included,  and  shall  be  faithfully- 
disposed  of  for  that  purpose,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever:  Pro¬ 
vided ,  however ,  That  the  United  States,  for  the  period  and  until  the  end  of 
one  year  after  the  assent  of  Georgia  to  the  boundary  established  by  this  agree¬ 
ment  shall  have  been  declared,  may,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  abovementioned  payment  to  the  State  of  Georgia,  nor  with  the  grants 
hereinbefore  recognised,  dispose  of,  or  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  said  lands, 
not  exceeding  five  millions  of  acres,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  said  five  millions 
of  acres,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying,  quieting,  or 
compensating,  for  any  claims  other  than  those  hereinbefore  recognised, 
which  may  be  made  to  the  said  lands,  or  to  any  part  thereof.  It  being  fully 
understood,  that  if  any  act  of  Congress,  making  such  disposition  or  appro¬ 
priation,  shall  not  be  passed  into  a  law,  within  the  abovementioned  period 
of  one  year,  the  United  States  shall  not  be  at  liberty  thereafter  to  cede  any 
part  of  the  said  lands  on  account  of  claims  which  may  be  laid  to  the  same, 
other  than  those  recognised  by  the  preceding  condition,  nor  to  compensate 
for  the  same  ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  cession  or  compensation,  the  present 
cession  of  Georgia  to  the  right  of  soil  over  the  lands  thus  ceded  or  compen¬ 
sated  for,  shall  be  considered  as  null  and  void;  and  the  lands  thus  ceded  or 
compensated  for,  shall  revert  to  the  State  of  Georgia. 

“j Fourthly.  That  the  United  States  shall,  at  their  own  expense,  extinguish, 
for  the  use  of  Georgia,  as  early  as  the  same  can  be  peaceably  obtained,  on 
reasonable  terms,  the  Indian  title  to  the  county  of  Talassee,  to  the  lands  left 
out  by  the  line  drawn  with  the  Creeks,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  ninety-eight,  and  which  had  been  previously  granted  by  the 
State  of  Georgia ;  both  which  tracts  had  formerly  been  yielded  by  the  In¬ 
dians  ;  and  to  the  lands  within  the  forks  of  Oconee  and  Ocmulgee  rivers  ; 
for  which  several  objects,  the  President  of  the  United  States  has  directed  that 
a  treaty  should  be  immediately  held  with  the  Creeks  ;  and  that  the  United 
States  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  also  extinguish  the  Indian  title  to  all  the 
other  lands  within  the  State  of  Georgia. 

“  Fifthly.  That  the  territory  thus  ceded  shall  form  a  State,  and  be  admit¬ 
ted  as  such  into  the  Union,  as  soon  as  it  shall  contain  sixty  thousand  free 
inhabitants,  or  at  an  earlier  period,  if  Congress  shall  think  it  expedient,  on 
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the  same  conditions  and  restrictions,  with  the  same  privileges,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  as  is  provided  in  the  ordinance  of  Congress,  of  the  thirteenth, 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  western  territory  of  the  United  States,  which  ordinance  shall,  in 
all  its  parts,  extend  to  the  territory  contained  in  the  present  act  of  cession, 
that  article  only  excepted  which  forbids  slavery. 

“Art.  2.  The  United  States  accept  the  cession  abovementioned,  and  on 
the  conditions  therein  expressed;  and  they  cede  to  the  State  of  Georgia 
whatever  claim,  right,  or  title,  they  may  have  to  the  jurisdiction  or  soil  of 
any  lands  lying  within  the  United  States,  and  out  of  the  proper  boundaries 
of  any  other  State,  and  situated  south  of  the  southern  boundaries  of  the 
States  of  Tennessee,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina,  and  east  of  the 
boundary  line  herein  above  described,  as  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  terri¬ 
tory  ceded  by  Georgia  to  the  United  States. 

“  Art.  3.  The  present  act  of  cession  and  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force 
as  soon  as  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  shall  have  given  its  assent  to  the  boun¬ 
daries  of  this  cession  :  Provided ,  That  the  said  assent  shall  be  given  within 
six  months  after  the  date  of  these  presents:  And  provided ,  That  Congress 
shall  not,  during  the  same  period  of  six  months,  repeal  so  much  of  any  former 
law  as  authorizes  this  agreement,  and  renders  it  binding  and  conclusive  on 
the  United  States.  But  if  either  the  assent  of  Georgia  shall  not  be  thus 
'given,  or  if  the  law  of  the  United  States  shall  be  thus  repealed  within  the 
same  period  of  six  months,  then,  and  in  either  case,  these  presents  shall  be¬ 
come  null  and  void.”

“£  An  act  to  accept  a  cession  of  the  claims  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to 

a  certain  district  of  western  territory .” 

“  A  deed  of  cession  having  been  executed,  and  in  the  Senate  offered  for 
acceptance  to  the  United  States,  of  the  claims  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
to  a  district  or  territory  therein  described,  which  deed  is  in  the  words  follow¬ 
ing,  viz : 

li  TO  ALL  WHO  SHALL  SEE  THESE  PRESENTS  : 

“We,  the  underwritten,  Samuel  Johnston  and  Benjamin  Hawkins,  Sen¬ 
ators  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  duly  and  constitu¬ 
tionally  chosen  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  send 
greeting : 

“Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  on  the 

- day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 

and  eighty-nine,  passed  an  act,  entitled  4  An  act  for  the  purpose  of  ceding  to 
the  United  States  of  America  certain  western  lands  therein  described,’  in  the 
words  following,  to  wit : 
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u  Whereas  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  have  repeatedly  and) 
earnestly  recommended  to  the  respective  States  in  the  Union,  claiming  or 
owning  vacant  western  territory,  to  make  sessions  of  part  of  the  same,  as  a 
further  means  as  well  of  hastening  the  extinguishment  of  the  debts,  as  of 
establishing  the  harmony  of  the  United  States;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  western  territory,  being  also  desirous  that  such  cession  should  be  made, 
in  order  to  obtain  a  more  ample  protection  than  they  have  heretofore  received  : 
now  this  State  being  ever  desirous  of  doing  ample  justice  to  the  public  cred¬ 
itors,  as  well  as  the  establishing  the  harmony  of  the  Untted  States,  and  com¬ 
plying  with  the  reasonable  desires  of  her  citizens : 

“  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina , 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  That  the  Senators  of 
this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  or  one  of  the  Senators,  and 
any  two  of  the  Representatives  of  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  required,  to  execute  a  deed 
or  deeds,  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  this  State,  conveying  to  the  United  States 
of  America  all  right,  title,  and  claim,  which  this  State  has  to  the  sovereignty 
and  territory  of  the  la*ids  situated  within  the  chartered  limits  of  this  State, 
west  of  a  line  beginning  on  the  extreme  height  of  the  Stone  mountain,  at 
the  place  where  the  Virginia  line  intersects  it;  running  thence,  along  the 
extreme  height  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  place  where  Wataugo  river 
breaks  through  it ;  thence,  a  direct  course  to  the  top  of  the  Yellow  moun¬ 
tain,  where  Bright’s  road  crosses  the  same  ;  thence,  along  the  ridge  of  said 
mountain,  between  the  waters  of  Doe  river  and  the  waters  of  Rock  creek, 
to  the  place  where  the  road  crosses  the  Iron  mountain  ;  from  thence,  along 
the  extreme  height  of  said  mountain,  to  where  Nolichucky  river  runs  through 
the  same;  thence,  to  the  top  of  the  Bald  mountain;  thence,  along  the  ex¬ 
treme  height  of  the  said  mountain  to  the  Painted  Rock  on  French  Broad 
river ;  thence,  along  the  highest  ridge  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  place 
where  it  is  called  the  Great  Iron  or  Smoky  mountain  ;  thence,  along  the  ex¬ 
treme  height  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  place  where  it  is  called  Unicey  or 
Unaka  mountain,  between  the  Indian  towns  of  Cowee  and  Old  Cheta*, 
thence,  along  the  main  ridge  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  southern  boundary 
of  this  Slate — upon  the  following  express  conditions,  and  subject  thereto, 
that  is  to  say  : 

“  1st.  That  neither  the  lands  nor  inhabitants  westward  of  the  said  moun¬ 
tain  shall  be  estimated,  after  the  cession  made  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be 
accepted,  in  the  ascertaining  the  proportion  of  this  State  with  the  United 
States  in  the  common  expense  occasioned  by  the  late  war. 

c:  2dly.  That  the  lands  laid  off,  or  directed  to  be  laid  off,  by  any  act  or  acts 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  for  the  officers  and  soldiers  thereof, 
their  heirs  and  assigns  respectively,  shall  be  and  enure  to  the  use  and  ben¬ 
efit  of  the  said  officers,  their  heirs  and  assigns  respectively ;  and  if  the 
bounds  of  the  said  lands  already  prescribed  for  the  officers  and  soldiers  of 
the  continental  line  of  this  State  shall  not  contain  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
lands  fit  for  cultivation,  to  make  good  the  several  provisions  intended  by 
law,  that  such  officer  or  soldier,  or  his  assignee,  who  shall  fall  short  of  his 
allotment  or  proportion  after  all  the  lands  fit  for  cultivation  within  the  said 
bounds  are  appropriated,  be  permitted  to  take  his  quota,  or  such  part  thereof 
as  may  be  deficient,  in  any  other  part  of  the  said  territory  intended  to  be 
ceded  by  virtue  of  this  act  not  already  appropriated.  And  where  entries 
have  been  made  agreeable  to  law,  and  titles  under  them  not  perfected  by 
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plant  or  otherwise,  then  and  in  that  case  the  Governor  for  the  time  being 
shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  perfect,  from  time  to  time,  such  titles,  in 
such  manner  as  if  this  act  had  never  been  passed  ;  and  that  all  entries  made 
by,  or  grants  made  to,  all  and  every  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  agreea¬ 
ble  to  law,  and  within  the  limits  hereby  intended  to  be  ceded  to  the  United 
States,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such  cession  had  not  been 
made;  and  that  all  and  every  right  of  occupancy  and  pre  emption,  and 
every  other  right  reserved  by  any  act  or  acts  to  persons  settled  on,  and  oc¬ 
cupying  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  lands  hereby  intended  to  be  ceded 
as  aforesaid,  shall  continue  to  be  in  full  force,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
cession  had  not  been  made,  and  as  conditions  upon  which  the  said  lands 
are  ceded  to  the  United  States.  And  further,  it  shall  be  understood  that  if 
any  person  or  persons  shall  have,  by  virtue  of  the  act,  entitled  ‘An  act  for 
opening  the  land  office  for  the  redemption  of  specie  and  other  certificates, 
and  discharging  the  arrears  due  to  the  army,’  passed  in  the  year  one  thou¬ 
sand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  made  his  or  their  entry  in  the  office 
usually  called  John  Armstrong’s  office,  and  located  the  same  to  any  spot  or 
piece  of  ground  on  which  any  other  person  or  persons  shall  have  previously 
located  any  entry  or  entries,  that  then  and  in  that  case  the  person  or  per¬ 
sons  having  made  such  entry  or  entries,  or  their  assignee  or  assignees, 
shall  have  leave  and  be  at  full  liberty  to  remove  the  location  of  such  entry 
or  entries  to  any  lands  on  which  no  entry  has  been  specially  located,  or  on 
any  vacant  lands  included  within  the  limits  of  the  lands  hereby  intended 
lo  be  ceded  :  Provided ,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend,  or  be 
construed  to  extend,  to  the  making  good  any  entry  or  entries  or  any  grant 
or  grants  heretofore  declared  void  by  any  act  or  acts  of  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  this  State. 

“  3diy.  That  all  the  lands  intended  to  be  ceded  by  virtue  of  this  act  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  not  appropriated  as  before  mentioned,  shall 
be  considered  as  a  common  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  North  Carolina  inclusive,  according  to  their  respective 
and  usual  proportion  in  the  general  charge  and  expenditure,  and  shall  be 
faithfully  disposed  of  for  that  purpose,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose 
whatever. 

“  4th ly.  That  the  territory  so  ceded  shall  be  laid  out  and  formed  into  a 
State  or  States  containing  a  suitable  extent  of  territory,  the  inhabitants  of 
which  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges,  benefits,  and  advantages  set  forth  in 
the  ordinance  of  the  late  Congress  for  the  government  of  the  western  ter¬ 
ritory  of  the  United  States,  that  is  to  say:  whenever  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  shall  cause  to  be  officially  transmitted  to  the  executive  au¬ 
thority  of  this  State  an  authenticated  copy  of  the  act  to  be  passed  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  accepting  the  cession  of  territory  made  by 
virtue  of  this  act  under  the  express  conditions  hereby  specified,  the  said 
Congress  shall,  at  the  same  time,  assume  the  government  of  the  said  ceded 
territory,  which  they  shall  execute  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  which  they 
support  in  the  territory  west  of  the  Ohio ;  shall  protect  the  inhabitants 
against  enemies,  and  shall  never  bar  or  deprive  them  of  any  privileges 
which  the  people  in  the  territory  west  of  the  Ohio  enjoy :  Provided , 
always ,  That  no  regulations  made  or  to  be  made  by  Congress  shall  tend 
to  emancipate  slaves. 

“  5thly.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  ceded  territory  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  such  sums  of  money  as  may,  from  taking  their  census,  be  their  just 
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proportion  of  the  debt  ot  the  United  States  and  the  arrears  of  the  requisi¬ 
tions  of  Congress  on  this  State. 

“  6thly.  That  all  persons  indebted  to  this  State,  residing  in  the  territory- 
intended  to  be  ceded  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  and  deemed  liable 
to  pay  such  debt  or  debts  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  penalty 
or  penalties,  as  if  this  act  had  never  been  passed. 

“  Tthly.  That  if  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  do  not  accept  the  ces¬ 
sion  hereby  intended  to  be  made  in  due  form,  and  give  official  notice 
thereof  to  the  Executive  of  this  State  within  eighteen  months  from  the 
passing  of  this  act,  then  this  act  shall  be  of  no  force  or  effect  whatsoever. 

u  8thly.  That  the  laws  in  force  and  use  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  at 
the  time  of  passing  this  act  shall  be  and  continue  in  full  force  within  the 
territory  hereby  ceded  until  the  same  shall  be  repealed  or  otherwise  altered 
by  the  legislative  authority  of  the  said  territory. 

“  9thly.  That  the  lands  of  nonresidont  proprietors  within  the  said  ceded 
territory  shall  not  be  taxed  higher  than  the  lands  of  residents. 

“  lQthly.  That  this  act  shall  not  prevent  the  people  now  residing  south  of 
French  Broad,  between  the  rivers  Tennessee  and  Big  Pidgeon,  from  enter¬ 
ing  their  pre-emptions  in  that  tract,  should  an  office  be  opened  for  that 
purpose  under  an  act  of  the  present  General  Assembly. 

“ And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid ,  That  the  sover¬ 
eignty  and  jurisdiction  of  this  State  in  and  over  the  territory  aforesaid,  and 
all  and  every  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  and  remain  the  same,  in  all 
respects,  until  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  accept  the  cession  to 
be  made  by  virtue  of  this  act,  as  if  this  act  had  never  passed. 

Read  three  times,  and  ratified,  in  General  Assembly,  this - day  of  De-

“  Now,  therefore,  know  ye,  That  we,  Samuel  Johnston  and  Benjamin 
Hawkins,  Senators  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  commit¬ 
ted  to  us  by  the  said  act,  and  in  the  name  and  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said 
State,  do,  by  these  presents,  convey,  assign,  transfer,  and  set  over,  unto  the 
United  States  of  America,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  States,  (North  Carolina 
inclusive,)  all  right,  title,  and  claim,  which  the  said  State  hath  to  the  sov¬ 
ereignty  and  territory  of  the  lands  situated  within  the  chartered  limits  of  the 
said  State,  as  bounded  and  described  in  the  above  recited  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  on  the  conditions  mentioned 
in  the  said  act. 

“  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names,  and  affixed 
our  seals,  in  the  Senate  chamber  at  New  York,  this  twenty -fifth  day  of  Feb¬ 
ruary,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety,  and 
in  the  fourteenth  year  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  of  America.
